Angling, of which, after some remarks thereon, he says: ‘* I concluded 
therefore it resembled the third edition of Shakspeare, which we know 

- had two titles, one simply naming in general terms the Plays of Shak- 
speare, and the other giving the list of the Spurious Plays, which were 
added after a few copies had been dispersed,” &c. The catalogue of the 
famous comedian Charles Mathews is of unique Shakespearean interest, 
including, as it does, the First Kour Folios, together with the Original 
Documents of the notorious Ireland’s Forgeries, and his unpublished 
writings and literary productions. The Shakespearean Relics are very 
numerous, comprising Medals, Busts and Mulberry-Tree Relics, of which 
there are six, besides the Cassolette presented to David Garrick by the 
Mayor and Corporation of Stratford-upon-Avon. There are very many 
Garrick items. The Sir Fr. Freeling Catalogue is priced throughout, 
and numerous names added in MS. Among the books sold at this sale 
were Shakespeare’s King Lear, second edition, 1608, which realized £6; 
Pericles, 163-, 14s., &c. The Combe’s Library contained the Four First 
Folio Shakespeares, The Rape of Lucrece, first edition, 1594; Othello, 
Jirst edition, 1620; Titus Andronicus, first edition, 1600; King Lear; 
Poems, 1640; Richard II, George Steevens’ copy, 1634; Romeo and 
Juliet, n. d.; Henry the Fift, 1608; Henry VI, parts II and III, n.d. ; 
Merchant of Venice, 1600; Merry Wives of Windsor, 1619; A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream, 1600; Sir J. Oldcastle, 1600; A Yorkshire 
Tragedy, 1619, &c.

The four pages contain about 125 lines in Pope’s neat 
hand, and, besides, about 25 lones of criticism and suggestion 
in the autograph of William Walsh, whom Dryden called 
“the best critic of his age.” Pope headed the MS. 
‘“ Alterations to the Pastorals,” and after Walsh had 
returned it with his notes, Pope wrote, under the heading, 
“ The solutions of the queries are written by Mr. Walsh.” 

The following is a transcript of the first page. It is 
entirely in Pope’s autograph in the original, except where 
the contrarv is stated :— 

‘¢ Alterations to the Pastoralls : 
(The Solutions of the Queries are written by Mr. Walsh.) 
Past, 1, Lin. 1: 
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First in these Fields I sing the Sylvan Strains, 
Nor blush to sport on Windsor’s peaceful Plains ; 
Fair Thames flow gently from thy sacred Spring, 
While on thy Banks Sicilian Muses sing. 

Objection: That the Letter is hunted too much—Sing the Sylvan 
—Peaceful Plains—and the word Sing is used two lines after, Sicilian 
Muses sing. 

Alteration: First in these Fields I try the Sylvan Strains, 

Nor blush to sport on Windsor’s happy Plains, etc. 

Quere: If Try be not properer in relation to First; as, we first 
attempt a thing; and more modest? and if Happy be not more than 
Peaceful ? 

[Then follows in Walsh’s hand :] 

Try is better than sing—Happy does not sound right, the first 
Syllable being short; perhaps you may find a better word than peaceful, 
as Flowry. [In the printed version Pope employs the word ‘‘ blissful.”

*,* The Cowper Letters, 43 in number, commence with an early 
one dated March 12, 1749, when Cowper was with Mr. Chap- 
man the attorney, and finish with one dated in the year 1793, 
they cover about 135 pp. 4to., 41 are signed in full and 
2 with initials. A few extracts given below will give some 
estimate of the interest of the letters. In an undated letter, 


he mentions: 

‘‘T labour hard not only to acquire a little fame for myself, but to 
win it also for others, men of whom I know nothing, not even their 
names, who send me their poetry, that by translating it out of prose 
into verse I may make it more like poetry than it was.’’ In another he 
says: ‘‘From Villoison I learn that it was the avowed opinion and 
persuasion of Callimachus (whose hymns we both studied at West- 
minster) that Homer was very imperfectly understood even in his day, 
that his admirers, deceived by the perspicuity of his stile, fancied 
themselves masters of his meaning, when in truth they knew little about 
it. Now we know that Callimachus, as I have hinted, was himself 
a poet, and a good one; he was also esteemed a good writer, he almost, 
if not actually, adored Homer, and imitated him as nearly as he could.” 
In another, dated Dec. 1, 1785, he says: ‘‘ The translator of Homer 
makes his warmest acknowledgments to his beneficent first subscriber ; 
may he never disgrace your bounty or your recommendation.” In 
another, dated Jan. 15, 1786, he says: ‘‘I have lately made General 
Cowper acquainted with my design of sending into the world a new 
Translation of Homer, and told him that my papers would soon attend 
him. He soon after desired that I would annex to them a specimen of 
the work. To this I at first objected for reasons that need not be 
enumerated here, but at last acceded to his advice, and accordingly the 
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day before yesterday I sent him a specimen. It consists of 107 lines 
and is taken from the interview between Priam and Achilles in the last 
book.” ‘* You may say, But do you place yourself ona level with Pope? 
I answer, or rather should answer, By no means, not asa poet. But as 
a translator of Homer, if I did not expect and believe that I should even 
surpass him, why have I ever meddled with this matter at all? If [ 
confess inferiority I reprobate my own undertaking.’’ In another, dated 
Jan, 28, 1786, he says: ‘‘The paragraph that Iam now beginning will 
contain information of a kind thatI am not very fond of communicating, 
and on a subject that Iam not very fond of writing about. Only to you 
I will open my budget without reserve, because I know that in what concerns 
my authorship you take an interest that demands my confidence and 
will be pleased with every occurrence that is at all propitious to my 
endeavours. Lady H., above mentioned, who had she as many mouths 
as Virgil’s Homer, with a tongue in each, would employ them all in my 
service, writes me word that Dr. Maty has read my Task. I cannot 
even to you relate what he says of it, though when I began this story 
I thoughtI had courage enough to tell it boldly.’’ In another, dated 
May 20, 1786, he says: ‘‘I told you that I had almost finished my 
translation of the Iliad, and I really thought so, but I was never more 
mistaken. By the time when I had reached the end of the Poem, the 
first book of my version was a twelvemonth old. When I came to con- 
sider it, after having laid it by so long, it did not satisfy me. I set 
myself to mend it, and I did so, but still it appeared to me improvable, 
and that nothing could so effectually secure that point as to give the 
whole book a new translation ; with the exception of a very few lines 
I have so done.”’ In another, dated July 4, 1786, he mentions: ‘‘ I know 
not whether I told you before, or now tell you for the first time, that I 
am in the hands of a very extraordinary person of the name of Fuselli. 
He is an Historical Painter. He is intimate with my bookseller and 
voluntarily offered his service. I was at first doubtful whether to accept 
it or not; but finding that my friends abovesaid were not to be satisfied 
on any other terms, though myself a perfect stranger to the man and his 
qualifications, except as he was recommended by John, I at length 
consented and have since found great reason to rejoice that Idid. I 
called him an extraordinary person, and such heis. For he is not only 
versed in Homer and accurate in knowledge of the Greek tragedian 
that entitled him to that appelation, but though a foreigner is a perfect 
master of our language and has exquisite taste in English poetry. By 
his assistance, I have improved many passages, supplied many over- 
sights, and corrected many mistakes, such as will, of course, escape the 
most diligent and attentive labourer in such a work. I ought to add, 
because it affords the best assurance of his zeal and fidelity, that he does 
not toil for hire nor will accept of any premium, but has entered on the 
business entirely for his amusement.’’ He always says, ‘ Pope had 
many aids, and he who follows Pope ought not to walk alone.’’”’ In 
another he says: ‘‘ An author must either be contented to give disgust 
to the generality, or he must humour them by sinning against his own 
judgment. This latter course, so far as Elisions are concerned, I have 
adopted as essential to my success. In every other respect I give as much 
variety inmy measureasIcan.’”’ ‘Ido not wonder at the judgment you 
form of Fuseli, a foreigner, but you may assure yourself that foreigner as 
he is, he has an exquisite taste in English verse. The man is all fire, all 
enthusiast in the highest degree on the subject of Homer and has given me 
more than once a job, when I have been inclined to hop with my author.” 
In another he says: ‘‘I have not the good fortune to meet with any of 
those fine things that you say are printed in my praise. But I learn 
from certain advertisements in the Morning Herald that I make a con- 
spicuous figure in the entertainments of Free Mason Hall. I learn 
also that my volumes are out of print, and that a third edition is soon 
to be published.’’ In another he mentions: ‘I am sure, and your good 
brother the Bishop is of the same mind, that, at present, mere English 
readers know no more of Homer, in reality, than if he had never been 
translated. That consideration indeed it was which mainly induced me 
to the undertaking.” In another he says: ‘‘ lam glad that you liked my 
song, and if I liked the others myself so well as that I sent you, I would 
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translate for you these also. But I sent that because I accounted it the 
best. Slavery, and especially negro slavery, because the cruellest, is an 
odious and disgusting subject. Twice or thrice I have been assailed 
with entreaties to write a poem on that theme, but besides that it would 
be a sort of treason against Homer to abandon him for any other 
matter. I felt myself so much hurt in my spirits the moment I entered 
on the contemplation of it, that I have at last determined absolutely to 
have nothing more to do with it.” In another, dated April 24, 1788, 
he sends a song on the subject of the Slave Trade of forty-eight lines, 
commencing, ‘‘ T'was in the glad Season of Spring,”’ &c., and in another, 
‘* Tt will give you pleasure to know (and therefore I tell it you) that I 
have finished the Iliad, and two books of the Odyssey. The last poem, 
by the way, for the benefit of English readers, I want to entitle other- 
wise, for so long as Ulysses shall be the only name by which the hero of 
it shall be known in this country, I cannot but suppose its present title 
unintelligible to all who are unacquainted with the original. What 
think you therefore of the Ulyssiad?”’ In another he says: ‘‘I felt no 
ambition of the Laurel, else, though vainly perhaps, I had friends who 
would have made some stir on my behalf on that occasion. I confess 
that when I learned the new condition of the office, that odes were no 
longer required, and that the salary was increased, I felt not the same 
dislike of it. But I could neither go to Court, nor could I kiss hands, 
were it for a much more valuable consideration.’’ In another he says :— 





‘Tt is a maxim of much weight, 
Worth conning o’er and o’er, 

He who has Homer to translate, 
Had-need do nothing more.” 


He saysalso: ‘‘ That Johnson, who wrote harmoniously in rhime, should 
have had so defective an ear as never to have discovered any music at 
all in blank verse till he heard a particular friend of his reading it, is 
a wonder never sufficiently to be wondered at. Yet this is true on his 
own acknowledgment, and amounts to a plain confession (of which, 
perhaps, he was not aware when he made it) that he did not know how 
to read blank verse himself. In short, he either suffer’d prejudice to 
lead him on a string, whithersoever it would, or his taste in poetry was 
worth little. I don’t believe he ever read anything of that kind with 
enthusiasm in his life.” In another, ‘‘ I will lay you sixpence that had 
Johnson lived in the days of Milton, and by any accident met with his 
Paradise Lost, he would neither have directed the attention of others to 
it, nor have much admired it himself. Good sense, in short, and 
strength of intellect, seems to me, rather than a fine taste, to have 
been his distinguishing characteristics. But should you think other- 
wise, you have my free permission, for so long as you have yourself a 
taste for the beauties of Cowper, I care nothing whether I have had a taste 
or not.’’? In another, ‘‘ I have lately read, and with more attention than 
I ever gave to them before, Milton’s Later Poems. But these I must 
make the subject of some future letter, in which it will be ten to one that 
your friend Samuel Johnson gets another slap or two at the hands of 
your humble servant.” In another he mentions: ‘‘I am on the brink 
of a new literary engagement, and of a kind with which I never meddled 
before. A magnificent edition of Milton’s works (I mean his poetical 
ones) is about to be published in the Boydel style, with notes, Fuseli, 
the painter, and your humble servant, the Editor. Thus I shall have 
passed through the three gradations of authorship, Poet, Translator, 
and Critic,’’ &c., &c. 


The other letters are also of interest. The letters of Rev. 
Walter Bagot to Cowper relate principally to Homer and 
other interesting subjects. The letter of Mrs. Nunn relates 
to Cowper, and she also encloses transcripts in her auto- 
graph of poem of Cowper. The letters of Lady Heskett 
relate to Cowper’s Snuff Box, which she sends as a present to 
Rey. Walter Bagot, and mentions that it was her cousin’s 
constant companion for twelve or fifteen years, and which 
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the poet died holding in his hand, with verses relating to it. 
The letter of Henry Cowper to Rev. W. Bagot relates to 
the illness of his cousin, the poet. The Johnson letter 
relates also to the poet Cowper. ‘There are also the printed 
proposals for printing by subscription Cowper’s translation of 
Homer ; also Cowper’s edition of Milton, with signature of 
Rev. Walter Bagot on flyleaf; and five Bills of Mortality, 
with Cowper’s verses.
